Armed with, shotguns and revolvers, three masked bandits en- 


tered the Bank of Alameda County at Alvarado at noon today, shot 
and seriously wounded President August May, and escaped with, 
cash estimated at $50,000. 


The men ransacked the institution after dragging May into the 


vault and locking him up with Mrs. Anderson, an assistant cashier, 
and Ted Leddecker, an employee of the bank, in the vault. 


When one of the men entered the bank with drawn revolver 


May sprang at him and knocked him down. The bandit recovered 
his weapon and shot May twice, once in the throat and once in the 
shoulder. 


The robbers worked fast and had fled from the scene in a few 


minutes. A passerby heard the imprisoned bank officials knocking 
at the vault door and went to their rescue. 
Following shouted 


directions, he opened the vault and released them. 


The wounded bank president was placed in an automobile and 


rushed to a hospital at Hayward, from which, place he was taken 
to the"Merritt hospital in this city hy District Attorney Ezra Decoto.

Typhoid Fever is 


rare in Oakland 


The .typhoid death rate in Oakland is one 


of the lowest in the nation for cities of more 
than 100,000. As typhoid is a water-borne 
disease, no better proof of the purity of the 
water used by those living in the east Bay 
Cities could be deaircd. 


Before any of the water from Lake San 


Leandro, one of the great storage reservoirs of 
the system, is transported to any of the dis- 
tribution reservoirs, it is passed through sand 
filters. The water is treated with a coagulant to 
make the heavier impurities sink to the bottom, 
then passed through fine white Monterey sand. 
Any impurities, even bacteria, are held on the 
grains of sand—only pure -water goes through. 


To prove that the filtering process is working per-
